1. Rehabilitate the Rock House for overnight lodging, accommodating approximately 10-12 guests. 


2. Improve the Bunk House to serve as seasonal housing, accommodating large groups working at the park. 


3. Rehabilitate the Big Barn and develop into a reservable event space for large gatherings, similar to 
Weston Bend State Park’s Bee Creek Shelter. (https://mostateparks.com/location/62102/bee-creek-shelter) 


4. Develop an ADA Trail extending from the Rock House/Big Barn Complex to a nearby scenic vista, 
featuring a shade shelter at the terminus. 


5. Expand and Stock one of the existing ponds within the park for recreational fishing opportunities, 
provided soils are conducive for water retention and an adequate water source is present. 


6. Develop a Day-Use Area in the northern portion of the park, featuring parking, trailhead, vault toilet and 
picnic tables. 


7. Construct Hiking Trails throughout the park, excluding the Eleven Point Wild & Scenic River Easement, 
with approximately three designated backpack campsites along the trail. 


8. Construct an Administrative Residence to accommodate the park superintendent. Location to be 
determined. 


9. Preserve and/or rehabilitate park structures for their cultural, interpretive, operational, and recreational 
values. Remaining structures to be considered for demolition for public safety and operational concerns. 


10. Repurpose and relocate the Hunting Cabin to serve as the park office/contact station. 


11. Develop a Camping and Lodging Area to accommodate 30-35 electric and/or sewer/electric/water (full 
hookup) campsites, with flush restroom and showerhouse. Additional lodging opportunities to be developed 
within the area. 


12. Construct a Leisure Bike Trail among the South Day-Use Area and Camping and Lodging Area. 


13. Develop a Day-Use Area in the southern portion of the park, featuring parking, EV charging, flush 
restrooms, picnic tables, shelter, playground and trailhead.

If possible, please consider including a small, dedicated 
astronomy observing area with electrical hookups and small 
concrete pads for equipment. (Open field area near big barn 
possibly?). Or any other site nearby with good sky access, low 
levels of light pollution and located well-away from roadway 
car headlights or other bright lights. Please consider using 
shielded full cutoff High-Pressure Sodium light fixtures 
throughout the project development in all areas to cut way 
down on light pollution and provide for an easily-filtered light, 
INSTEAD OF even cutoff-shielded broadband LED lighting. (LED 
light, even if full cutoff-shielded, can't be effectively filtered for 
astronomy areas since its broadband). Shielded HPS lighting 
would greatly increase your usage of the site for astronomy 
purposes and would also be a great fit for the other proposed 
usage scenarios for the park. Brommelsiek Park west of STL is 
a similar example of a good astro-park for observing use with 
cutoff-shielded light fixtures in the area and observing pads. 
Thank you and very excited looking forward for how this project 
moves ahead to completion in the future. 

Provide campsites for tent campers. Select lights that aren't so 
bright (not as disruptive for wildlife). Install StepNpull hands- 
free door openers on the inside of bathroom doors. Choose 
sustainable materials and practices for the development and 
management of the park. | appreciate parks without motorized 
trails, as the presence of vehicles detracts from being outdoors 
and away from everyday life. Also, | prefer parks without multi- 
use trails; sharing the trail with horses and/or cyclists can be 
challenging (avoiding manure, cyclists not being cautious 
around walkers).

The area went 
through several transitions that were based on who owned the 
property at a particular point in time. Fourth, | have a concern 
that big venues while generating revenue may have a negative 
impact on other features of the park. For example, wildlife. Big 
events could also interfere with people looking for a peaceful 
place to camp, bike, or hike. I've been to the area and am not 
sure it's a good fit. That said, Missouri State Parks did an 
amazing job with Echo Bluff State Park.

Camping and hiking would be what brought me there. Not

Include preservation of dark sky by use of minimal and 
appropriate lighting in campground and other overnight areas 
Developing an area that could be used for astronomy would be 
interesting. This area is rather dark and this would enable 
people to enjoy the dark skies while observing the stars. 

I'm a member of the St. Louis Astronomical Society, and from 
an astronomy standpoint, Eleven Point State Park is a gem. It's 
dark at night, with a Bortle 2 rating on a scale of 1 to 9 (1 being 
the darkest.) We are a very robust group of astronomers who 
would love to head down with their telescopes to Eleven Point 
to view the night sky the way the land ancestors saw it back in 
the day. If we had concrete pads and electricity to set up our 
scopes, nearby restrooms, many of us would be beelining it 
down there on a regular basis to take advantage of dedicated 
space in near perfect sky conditions. As a consequence it could 
create opportunities to build an interest with the stars and 
science for Missourians from around the area. Very exciting 
possibilities, and I'm glad you all are making big changes for 
the Park! 

Leave parks pristine.... no more development of any kind. Let 
nature have some refuge from humans and all their noise and 
destruction. 

This location will have some of the darkest skies in Missouri. 
This park should include night-use area for astronomy. This 
area should be blocked for all park light. The area should be 
large enough to accommodate 20-24 cars. Area should be on a 
high elevation, flat area. All other lighting in the park should be 
minimal and downward facing to minimize light pollution. 
Lighting guidance can be obtained through the following 
organizations: https://www.darkskymissouri.org/ and 
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slasonline.org. Models for night use for astronomy can be 
found with the National Park Service 
(https://www.nps.gov/subjects/nightskies/index.htm) and from 
other states such as Pennsylvania 
(https://www.denr.pa.gov/StateParks/FindAPark/CherrySprings 
StatePark/Pages/Stargazing.aspx) we saw during the 2017 and 
2024 solar eclipses how people will travel from across US to 
locations for astronomy viewing. People in the Midwest will 
travel to this area for its dark skies. The National Park Service 
has taken steps in the nearby Buffalo River region to preserve 
dark night skies (https://www.nps.gov/buff/learn/news/buffalo- 
national-river-recognized-for-its-exceptional-dark-sky.htm). 
This makes southern Missouri and northern Arkansas as 
astronomy destinations. 

Consider some use for astronomy 

Develop and reserve and open area for nighttime use as an 
astronomical observation site. 

It would be great to develop an astronomy park with concrete 
pads including electrical outlets, restrooms or porta potties and 
benches. This is in an area having some of the darkest skies in 
Missouri and developing an astronomy site would be great 
service to the many amateur astronomers in the state. 
Astronomy clubs would be very excited about this as well. 

It seems you have a nice plan but please don't forget that the 
night sky is a valuable resource. Please consider minimal full- 
cutoff lighting where lighting is needed and don't overdo it. You 
might also consider the day use areas as locations for 
astronomical viewing. | could envision a parking lot, gravel or 
paved, near a trail head or other development that is projected 
from car lights and fixed light sources where someone could 
setup a telescope for use. | know Echo Bluffs is used quite 
often for astronomical viewing. The night sky and clear views 
of the Milky Way be promoted as at attractions just as much as 
the forest and river. 

On-site management seems immersive given the staffing 
shortages and the need to protect the area and monitor human

Question 7 - More backcountry campsites Question 11 - 
Balance the basic/full sites, too many parks are going all 
electric sites raising the cost of camping. Some are suggesting 
4x4 trail, strongly oppose. Too much wear on the parks and 
most are not respectful to the area damaging and such. 

The Easement on the property is recorded in the Oregon County 
Courthouse and only certain rights were sold such as boat 
launching rights, construction of barns or structures within the 
easement boundary that excludes reflective roofs. The owner 
never gave up the right to swim or fish in the eleven point river. 
This restriction is only the mandate of the US Forest Service 
that manages the scenic easement. Excluding this area to foot 
traffic is a detriment to the enjoyment of visitors to the park. 
Access to the area by folks in canoes or kayaks is allowed, they 
can stop anywhere within the boundary, picnic and fish by 
visitors can't use the same area due to their rules, not a lawful 
easement on file. 

No leave this area wild. Let the conservation department 
establish more wild places if they must but, let its natural 
beauty shine. Not fill it with bikers and RV users. 

Missouri is starting to become a great mountain biking state, so 
adding more trail infrastructure would be excellent. 

Dedicated MTB trails

There are many St Louis region mountain bikers that 
go all the way to Bentonville and stop at bike shops, 
restaurants, and other trails along the way. Definitely would 
become a destination for a ton of riders! Ask the Independent 
Bicycle Dealer Assoc for the revenue generated by building 
accessible bike trails. Bike shops, etc. benefit from the activity. 
| would love to see a mountain bike/hiking trail developed in 
this park

Less development is better for both the environment and more 
important the taxpayers. Also limit the restricted areas of the 
"park" and allow hunting in the majority of this property. Do 
not repeat the folly and wasteful destructive methods used at 
Echo Bluff. Excessive waste of taxpayer’s funds and destruction 
of natural habitat. Temporary opened, primitive areas using 
locally sourced bandsawn lumber for park structures such as 
outhouses, pavilions, picnic tables. 

The Eleven Point is one of the most remote and undisturbed 
rivers in Missouri, existing far from major cities and interstate 
highways. As such it unique in character and attraction. Is the 
river and it's indigenous wildlife best served by making it 
another party river as the Jack's Fork and Current have 
become in peak seasons? 

The trails should connect the two day use areas and 
campground via the wild area, and if there is room, more than 
3 primitive backpacking campsites might be wise as that 
activity seems to be growing in popularity. | think the wild area 
is a great feature. | also think the ecologically sensitive area 
should be protected as a state natural area like other sensitive 
and unique locations in state parks and conservation areas. 
What developments are to be considered for canoeing/kayaking 
use in this area? 

The more trails the better! 

Keep development to a minimum. If you can’t maintain it 
properly, don’t build it. There are plenty of existing 
maintenance needs throughout the system that never get 
funded. 

Make sure other state park capital items are addressed first. 
Equestrian trails 

Equestrian trail riding facilities would be a nice addition. 
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Give public tours for any caves on the property. 

Growing up in nearby Doniphan | was not exposed to Missouri’s 
state park system. Having a state park this close will be good 
for locals and is close enough to out of state population centers 
to show visitors how beautiful southern Missouri is. 

More full hookup camping spots 

As an avid floater, would really appreciate river access for 
swimming and canoeing. Also any potential for wade fishing 
access would be appreciated. 

More primitive camping, proximity to the water would be 
desired. 

More primitive campsites near the water that are accessible by 
vehicle and are mostly private. It’s nice to be able to get away 
from the noise, hang up a hammock, read a book, and enjoy 
nature without the typical campsite noise and hoopla.

Keep it as wild as possible 
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| am strongly in favor of establishing wild areas within the park 
that allow for backpacking and primitive camping. My question 
is what sort of cooperation and coordination with the MTNF 
would allow for use with the park areas as well as the 
easement area that borders the river? There are shallow fords 
throughout portions of the river that would allow foot travel to 
access the Irish Wilderness Area on the opposite shore of the 
river. Are there any plans for some sort of expansion 
agreements with MTNF to allow for more extensive 
wilderness/backpacking experiences? 

If the true goal is preservation, trails reduce random foot traffic, 
toilets reduce human waste, and trash bins reduce littering. 
Behind every planned project should be the question “How 
does this help us restore, preserve, or protect this natural 
resource?” Group lodging, EV charging, pavilions, large group 
facilities improve access, but they don’t reduce an existing 
impact, they create new impact. 

| dislike day use and camping planned for south area because 
there is no access to the river. Campers want river access. 
Also, i do not like the plan for the barn to be event space. 
There needs to be a visitors center/education/activities center 
use instead. What are plans for use of river/access to river at 
this park? Trails need to offer long and loop routes.

Chatted with a park rep during the eclipse. As someone who 
has been floating the 11P for over 20 years, my fear was the 
park was going to be developed to the point it would impact the 
river (RVs lined up, trails right down to the river, boat ramps 
added, etc). It appears that is not to be, so that is good. As | 
mentioned, Missouri already has a Niangua, a Current, a 
Huzzah, a Courtois, a Jacks Fork around & below Alley, etc etc. 
Keep the impact to the Eleven Point to a minimum. 

A boat / kayak launch somewhere on the area would be a 
welcome addition. This could make for good floats from 
Whitten or Riverton upstream or down to 142 Bridge or Myrtle. 
Please make sure as much as possible areas are truly handicap 
accessible. 

| believe the park should be left primitive and not bring in camp 
grounds and additional structures.

When developing the park, please stay away from the Wild and 
Scenic River easement as much as possible - both 
geographically (on the map, with a bird's-eye view), but also 
visually or line-of-sight. In other words, if people in a boat or 
on the banks of the river look up the hill or at the top of the 
bluff, they shouldn't see RVs, cars, etc. Seeing people on a 
hiking trail would be OK, but not much more than that.

I'm surprised to see only 35 RV sites planned. It's already hard 
enough to book RV sites across the board since patron’s book 
online up to 12 months in advance. You should double the 
number of sites to provide equitable access to this 
campground. 

Bring in some Elk. Bring in some grey wolves to control the elk. 
Allow beavers to dam seasonal creeks to create ponds for 
amphibians etc. Create trail to river. Develop plan for 
prescribed burning. Do Not add electric sites or dump station. 
Manage grassland for ground nesters. Work with Ozark Trail to 
design trails.

Designate as a Dark Sky park with care about reduced lighting. 
Do not offer electric campsites. 

Please keep in mind what makes the 11 point river special, and 
unique relative to other nearby rivers and recreation areas.

| support restoring the oak-pine savannah woods that existed 
before European settlement. Respect the scenic easement, and 
do not build a boat ramp. There is adequate access at Highway 
160 and Highway 142. Remove invasive species to the extent 
possible.

Camping, hiking, and bike trails should be a priority. 

My priorities for the park: lots of hiking, and a shower house to 
help deal with ticks. | like the plan to primarily re-use existing 
structures. Don't overdevelop like Echo Bluff! It doesn't appear 
that there is a river access (other than by hiking), which is fine, 
but the name of the park is probably going to lead people to 
expect an easy river access. (Bryant Creek SP suffers from this, 
and there it takes an off-trail bushwhack to get down to the 
water of the very scenic Bryant Creek.) Is a park name change 
possible to align expectations with reality: Eleven Point Hills or 
something like that? 

I'm so thrilled you're planning to use/rehabilitate existing 
buildings/infrastructure rather than building expensive fancy 
new stuff (e.g. the hideous overdone Echo Bluffs). State Parks 
should be simple places that fit in with and respect their 
setting. Resorts can be developed privately. | didn't see 
mention of basic campsites, only electric or full hookup. Please 
ensure that people who just want to tent or car-camp have a 
quiet and affordable place to do that, away from noisy RVs. 
Also glad to see the mention of EV charging in day-use areas. 
We would absolutely make use of this. 

The more natural the park is kept the better. Develop only 
what is needed to access the park.

It's important to let 
people know in advance if you are not able to give tours and 
update the website accordingly. | also had an opportunity to 
visit Jay Nixon State Park. It's a beautiful place and it’s really a 
shame that it isn't open to the public. | hope plans are in place 
to change this in the near future. It also needs to be more 
accessible than 10 to 12 miles one way from the Johnson 
Shut-Ins State Park along the Ozark Trail. | would like to see 
longer hours starting on March 15th and visitor's centers 
reopening at least, on the weekends. Babler State Park comes 
to mind. This park is in a populated area, yet the visitor's 
center isn't open during the winter months. Is this due to 
budget cutbacks? Not having some facilities open in the late 
fall, the winter, and the early spring season is a disservice to 
Missouri residents and also to those who are visiting Missouri 
for the first time. Elephant Rocks is one of the crown jewels in 
the Missouri Park system, yet, it doesn't have a visitor's center. 
It doesn't even have decent restroom facilities. I'm guessing 
there isn't space for a visitors’ center, but it's such a shame. At 
the very least, an effort should be made to improve the 
restroom facilities. When | visited in the fall, the yellow jackets 
were horrific. You could not safely use the facilities without the 
risk of being stung. And various users just left doors open 
which made a bad situation even worse. Lastly, | visited a lot of 
state parks this winter in western Missouri. The air quality was 
extremely poor because of prescribed burns. Does every park 
have to be burned at the same time? It was really bad. | like to 
visit the parks in winter because it's less crowded. While this 
may be a better time to burn than in peak season, what about 
the residents who live near these parks? They can't drive away 
from it. It can't be good for them to breathe it either. I'd like to 
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end on a positive note....thanks for all the hard work and 
dedication of Missouri State Park employees. Everyone at the 
parks I've interacted with has been kind and knowledgeable. 
They have a true passion for what they do.
